SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Dangerous Things 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is primarily due to the manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of sex, in the form of explicitly depicted sexual activity that is intended to 
sexually arouse the viewer. 

The publication contains a version of a feature previously classified in video recording 
format by the Classification Office. The video recording entitled Dangerous Things 2 
(OFLC No. 2183) was classified as "Objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years". This 
classification decision was registered on 7 February 2001. The version of the feature 
on the DVD has been verified as identical to the video version. 
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Along with the feature, the DVD contains a number of additional moving image and still 
components, including a number of trailers which differ from those on the video 
recording. The extra components contain explicit depictions of sexual activity. This 
material serves to increase the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements in 
the publication as a whole. One of the trailers, entitled "Madness", depicts a woman in 
a straight-jacket being taken to a psychiatric institution, after which she is depicted 
engaging in sexual activity with a man while two women in nurses' uniforms hold her 
legs up. This sequence is degrading and dehumanising to the woman participant to a 
high degree and also tends to bring the mental health profession into disrepute. 
Nevertheless, the short duration of the trailer and the lack of context given to the 
sequence mean that its impact on the publication as a whole is not significant enough 
to warrant a more restrictive classification than that given to the video recording.
